Procedure requires the use of Freund’s complete Adjuvant (50? vv mixture with 

extraction solvent), 0.1 ml injected in 2/3 sites of the intracuspular region 

of each animal (intradermal induction phase). Impregnated filter patches 

application (topical induction) in the injection sites. Challenge done after 

14 days of the topical induction using impregnated filter patches in the 

same area.

Unfortunatelly the use of Freund's complete adjuvant is required to enhance the 
tissue response to the presence of any sensitizing material being tested producing 
a test system which is highly responsive to any potentially irritating/sensitizing 
material in contact with the skin. General and/or local anesthetics could negate 
the system sensitivity and can not be used.
